The  Wild  Man  From  Borneo 
entered  Avalon  Drug  Store  - 
Houston's  cheeseburger  country 
club  -  for  a  late  Sunday  breakfast. 
Disguised  as  a  Slightly  Anemic, 
Weil-Dressed  Country  Nigger,  the 
W  i  Id  Ma  n  mumbled  Yiddish 
obscenities  at  the  lackluster  service 
while  we  engaged  in  droll  discourse 
over  the  state  of  the  universe  and 
the  problematic  future  of  the 
human  species. 

Peace  Corpsman  Richard 
Friedman  was  busy  tossing  frisbees 
in  Borneo  while  the  writer  -nee 
dropout  -  was  offering  fancy 
rhetoric  to  the  winds  of  change. 
Our  spiritual  paths  had  intersected 
in  the  hope-drugged  mania  of 
mid-Sixties  Austin. 

Now  Kinky  Friedman,  Kosher 
cowboy  star,  was  gigging  Houston's 
Liberty  Hall,  fresh  from  a 
successful  national  tour,  becoming 
-  it  appears  -  a  force  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  curious  world 
of  pop  music. 

In  the  previous  night's 
enthusiastic  audience  had  been 
Houston  Mayor  Fred  Hofheinz, 
accompanied  by  his  wife,  Mac,  and 
their  two  kids.  They  sat  with 
Richard's  professor-father  and 
liberal-activist  mother,  then  made 
the  trek  backstage  to  trade  yuks 
with  Little  Jew  ford  Shelby  and 
mug  it  up  with  Kinky,  as  delighted 
shut  t  er-bugs  captured  the 
seemingly-  incongruous  conjunction 
for  rock  and  roll  posterity. 

Actually,  the  Friedmans  and  the 
Hofheinzes  needed  no  introduction. 
Fred's  precocious  offspring  -  Paul 
and  Tracy  -  spent  more  than  one 
summer  at  the  Friedmans'  summer 
camp  at  Rio  Duckworth,  Texas, 
where  Richard  Friedman  and  Jeff 
Shelby  counseled  them  in  the  ways 
of  the  semi-wild. 

Far  from  uncomfortable  with 
such  juxtapositions,  Kinky  himself 
is  a  complex  and  piercingly 
intelligent  young  man.  Having 
early-on  established  an  image  as  an 
iconoclastic  poet  of  the  outrageous, 
he  was  written  off  by  many  as  little 
more  than  a  passing  novelty  act  - 
the  class  clown  of  the  cosmic 
cowboys,  if  you  will.  Now  under 
the  management  of  Jerry  Weintraub 
-  whose  clients  include  John 
Denver  -  Kinky  is  making  a  run  at 
pop  stardom.

His  recent  tour  was  received  with 
gusto  by  fans  and  critics  alike 
(Billboard  called  him  "one  of  the 
finest  new  talents  to  pass  this  way 
in  a  long  time"),  and  his  second 
album  -  on  ABC  -  has  garnered 
high  ratings  from  such  prestigious 
rags  as  Rolling  Stone  and  is  doing 
well  in  the  record  shops. 

Kinky  has  pulled  together  an 
exciting,  talented  group  of 
musicians  for  his  current  band  and 
they  put  on  a  stage  show  that  is  a 
pure  delight.  Though  Kinky  lacks 
transcendent  vocal  skills  and  is  not 
-  as  he  puts  it  —  "in  your  virtuoso 
guitar  area,"  he  pulls  it  off  with 
finesse.  Finally,  he  is  one  of  the 
most  promising  songwriters  in 
America  today  -  capable  of 
brewing  a  unique  blend  of  satire 
and  pathos  into  a  tragi-comic  broth. 
During  his  Houston  visit,  Kinky 
dropped  by  KPFT's  new  studios 
where  he  and  the  writer 
( /broadcaster)  taped  a  conversation 
that  was  aired  on  the  April  6 
"Briarpatch. "  The  following  is  an 
edited  and  slightly  rearranged 
version  of  that  discussion.

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Historically,  people  are  slow 
coming  out  of  the  chute,  you 
know.  I  mean,  they  pick  up  on 
things  after  the  fact.  That's  the 
main  reason  that  I  justify  possibly 
an  exaggerated  move  -  like  on  our 
new  album  on  ABC  -  toward 
musical  legitimacy  and  credibility. 
It's  a  move  into  the  musical  casino, 
you  know,  from  the  Firesign 
Theater  casino. 

Well,  the  response  that  I  have 
heard  concerning  the  new  album  is 
that  it's  a  quantum  leap,  that 
musically  it's  excellent,  that  it's  got 
some  really  beautiful  songs  on  it, 
that  it's  smoother  .  .  .  The  first  one 
-  "Sold  American"  -  sort  of 
grabbed  you,  and  I  liked  it,  I 
thought  there  were  some  fine  songs 
on  it .  .  . 

Well,  the  new  album  will  sneak 
up  on  ya.  It  wears  very  well. 
There's  songs  on  there  that  really 
become  .  .  .  well,  you  can  listen  to 
them  a  lot.  "Popeye  the  Sailor 
Man"  is  one  that's  getting  an  awful 
lot  of  airplay  in  some  wiggy  places, 
now,  that  they've  never  played  us 
before  .  .  .  like  Chicago,  and  St. 
Loiiis  and  Dallas. 

But  the  whole  thing  is  changing 
right  now.  The  whole  ethnic  thing 
is  in,  man  -  you  know,  like  Mel 
Brooks  and  Lenny  Bruce  .  .  .

The  ethnic  thing  of  course  was 
what  people  keyed  on  in  the 
beginning,  and  I  noticed  the  current 
album  doesn't  even  mention  "Texas 
Jewboy s"  at  all,  even  though  in 
your  stage  act  you  still  have  the 
Jewboy  backdrop.

I  told  this  story  in  Philadelphia 
the  other  night:  about  how  I  was

brown/blue  leather  49th  Street 
New  York  purchased  pants,  my 
snappo-weirdo  flamed  platform 
47th  Street  shoes  and  my  uptown 
Saturday  night,  multi-colored, 
maxi-coon  affected  cap:  how  I 
dressed  and  pranced  like  the  king  of 
the  lower  Third  Avenue  Black 
pimps  (sensual  specialists  I  admire 
and  do  not,  although  I  probably 
should,  fear): 

I,  dressed  to  kill,  with  the 
ultimate  coup  de  garb  being  my 
sunglasses  of  the  darkest  possible 
black-tinted  lenses  encased  in 
oversized  steel-  white  frames  with 
four  fake  (yet  startling)  rhinestones 
in  each  of  the  lenses  corners  -  I, 
with  my  friends,  stood  there  in  the 
jungle-lobby  gesturing  and  talking 
profoundly  to  my  immediate 
audience  about  the  wonders  of  the 
evening  and  the  desperation  of  life 
in  general  - 

-  until  in  a  blinding,  moving 
flash,  I  realized  a  lightning, 
ballet-like  hand  (all  five  fingers 
walking)  neatly  lifting  from  off  my 
nose  my  marvelously  ornate 
sunglasses  - 

-  and  with  the  stir  and  the  roll  of 
my  equally  frantic  friends,  a  yell  of 
muted  quality,  my  spinning  and 
waving  and  cursing  through  the 
loudly  parading  masses,  the  heading 
to  enter  the  theater;  I  alone  in  my 
blindness,  not  seeing,  only  realizing 

-as  I,  who  wheeled  around  like  a 
silly  child,  looked  to  touch  a 
familiar  sleeve,  embarrassed  by  the 
callousness  of  this  NYC  hit,  until 
two  of  my  friends  said  upon 
returning  from  their  perfunctory 
pursuit  that  I  was,  alas,  the  victim 
of  yet  another  Big  Apple  robbery. 

Furious,  yes;  amused,  quite  - 
after  the  initial  trauma  of  having

my  body  abused.  The  irony  is  not 
for  Whites  to  beware  of  stereotypic 
Black  clothing,  especially  in  a 
Harlem  theatre.  The  point  is  not 
that  humans  should  wear  cords  on 
their  glasses  like  librarians  or 
myopic  track  stars  of  any  given 
race.  Bosh  to  attitudes:  we  may 
buy  from  and  dress  (and  think)  as 
we  please. 

The  irony,  if  any,  was  my 
visualizing  of  the  thief,  who  as  soon 
as  he  found  himself  in  a  safe 
alleyway  (alone  amongst  the 
garbage  cans)  and  tried  on  his 
newly-acquired  white-black 

rhinestone  .specials,  realized 
immediately  he  was  peering 
through  my  20  over  500 
prescription  -  a  curse  of  my  genetic 
structure,  a  disability  which  kept

whereas,  show  me  a  Black  and  1*11 
show  you  human  action  from  mind 
to  toe. " 

me  out  of  Vietnam,  and  if  worn  by 
the  nigger  for  any  length  of  time 
will  give  the  man  a  vast  headache. 

Life  served  the  criminal  proper 
justice  -  he  was  as  helpless  as  I:  he 
with  the  glasses,  I  without.  Luckily 
I  retained  the  rest  of  my  affected 
leather,  whereas  he  would  soon  be 
cut  up  on  the  streets  after  trying  to 
sell  the  fake  rhinestones  to  another 
mean  street  nigger  with  a  sheath  up 
his  sleeve. 

Frankly,  I  had  to  laugh  at  the 
man  even  though  my  friends  cursed 
the  cat  as  a  despicable  nigger  and 
apologized  for  him  profusely, 
almost  as  if  he  were  the  true  holy 
example  of  all  Blacks.  I  felt  quite 
White.  The  hell  with  all  that,  I 
replied.  I  made  my  friends  laugh  by 
saying  I'd  always  wanted  a 
transracial  operation  anyway,  how  I 
wished  my  skin  was  mahogany  oak 
(with     a    clean,    definite    sheen) 
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anyway. 

To  hell  with  being  White,  Fve 
always  said  (and  said  again  in  the 
Apollo  lobby )(to  the  honest  yet 
awkward  admiration  of  my  Black 
friends).  Being  White  is  being  trite. 
Why  was  I  in  Harlem  anyway? 
Because  I  was  digging  the  sweat  and 
the  tension  and  the  pleasure  of 
being  there,  although  blind,  albeit 
the  victim  of  a  heist. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  about 
being  White  in  1975;  there  has  been 
much  said  about  being  Black  from 
colonial  times  to  the  present.  I  am 
not  a  moralist;  I  attempt  to  be  a 
realist.  To  hell  with  honkies,  I  said 
to  my  friends;  let's  go  into  the 
theatre  and  be  entertained.  You 
watch,  I'll  listen,  I  said  to  my 
dark-skinned  New  York  lover.  She 
was  close  enough  for  me  to  see  her 
crisp,  supportive  smile. 

The  only  White  Fve  enjoyed 
reading  about  lately  was,  as  it 
turned  out,  named  Eli  Black.  He 
was,  until  recently,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  the  United  Brands  Co. 
Until  Feb.  3,  1975,  it  seems,  when 
he  somewhat  ceremoniously  leaped 
from  the  44th  floor  of  New  York's 
Pan  American  Building,  briefcase  in 
hand,  impersonating  quite 
accurately    his    company's     1974

corporate  profit  pattern  (straight 
down  -  a  dead  drop);  he  landed 
spread-eagle  (the  definitive 
American  suicide)  on  the  cold 
sidewalk,  his  Samsonite  bouncing  a 
block  and  a  half  down  Madison 
Avenue.  The  lock  remained 
unbroken,  unlike  Mr.  Eli  Black, 
who  also  headed  down  Madison 
Avenue  (medulla  first),  although 
not  so  neatly  intact  as  the 
aforementioned  briefcase  (a  truly 
ineffective  parachute,  but  a 
marvelous  corporate  suicide  prop). 
E.B.  Eli  Black.  Every  black. 
America's  present  day  Everyman. 
Everyperson?  Every  honky  I  admire 
wishes  he/she  had  more  Black 
friends.  Every  Black  I  admire 
wishes  he/she  had  fewer  White 
friends.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  one 
man  I  truly  admire  (the  one  I  told 
the  incredible  eyeglass  story  to  in 
Philly  the  other  night)  has  no  White 
friends  except  me  -  and  that's  only 
because  we're  old  Moroccan 
traveling  partners;  also  because  I 
dress  like  a  nigger.  But  then  again 
so  does  he.  He  even  laughs  like  a 
nigger,  which  is  another  reason  I 
admire  him.  He  also  drives  a  red 
Cadillac  with   a  heart-shaped  rear

now,  if  they  want  to  do  something  . 

Does  it  bother  you  sometimes 
when  the  racial  stuff  that  you  do  - 
the  ethnic  slur  trip  which  is 
obviously  done  from  a  removed 
ironic  perspective  -  when  people 
take  it  straight  on?  How  does  that 
affect  you? . 

Bigots  need  to  be  entertained 
also,  their  lives  are  just  as  dreary  as 
us  enlightened  folk.  Nothing  is 
more  boring  than  a  bunch  of 
graduate  students  in  Marin  County, 
totally  tolerant  human  beings  who 
have  no  ethnic  taint  whatsoever  and 
love  everyone  of  the  Negro 
persuasion  and  A-rabs  and  Indians 
you  know  .  .  .  that's  a  real  drag. 
Anyone  that's  ever  been  around 
A-rabs  or  Indians  or  Negroes  or 
Jews  or  anybody  very  well  knows 
their  strengths  and  knows  their 
weaknesses . . . 

It's  this  compartmentalization 
that  I  despise  .  .  .  the  fact  that 
you've  got  to  get  a  Wop  comic  to 
tell  a  Wop  joke  is  insane.  If  I  want 
to  tell  a  coon  joke  at  the  moment, 
I'll  tell  a  coon  joke  ...  In  San 
Francisco  there  was  a  whole  slew  of 
Indians  there,  'cause  Buffy  St. 
Marie  was  on  the  bill  with  us,  you 
know. 

Yeah,  you  had  an  incident, 
didn  't  you,  with  Buffy  ripping  off 
the  headdresses  in  the  Indian 
number? 

Right.  Which  is  so  ridiculous.  It 
moderately  backfired  on  Buffy  - 
no,  it  completely  backfired.  She 
came  right  out  on  the  stage  and  she 
started  looking  around  at  the 
audience,  and  she  was  wearing  all 
these  weird  feathers  and  voodoo 
eyes  and  everything,  and  the 
audience  didn't  relate  to  that  real 
well  'cause  most  of  them  were  in  an 
up  mood  anyway. 

Buffy's  quite  inconsistent 
herself,  you  know.  I've  always  liked 
Buffy.  I  believe  she's  legitimate,  I 
believe  she  believes  what  she's 
saying  .  .  .  Then  she  had  a  press 
conference  and  said,  "Well,  I  know 
Kinky  likes  to  poke  fun  at  Jews,

that's  all  right,  or  Negroes,  that's 
fine,  but- leave  the  Indians  alone." 
Buffy's  deadly  serious,  you 
know.  But  I  think,  because  we  took 
the  light  approach,  we  emerged  as 
the  people's  choice.  I'll  tell  you 
why:  because  it's  10  years  too  late 
for  that,  maybe  more.  And  her  act 
hasn't  significantly  changed  in  that 
period  of  time. 

In  that  sense  it  becomes  a 
question  of  how  you  really  affect 
people.  I  think  it's  a  time  right  now 
where  people  certainly  don't  turn 
on  to  folks  who  are,  as  you  say. 


deadly  serious. 

People  are  tired,  people  are 
dragged  out,  people  have  been  beat 
over  the  head  for  too  long  - 
literally  and  figuratively.  People  are 
numb,  and  don 't  respond  anymore 
■to  that.  You  have  to- sort  of  sneak 
up  on  them  and  tickle  their 
funny  bone  or  something .  . . 

Yes,  that's  where  I  think  the 
Seventies  are  going  to  be  at.  I  think 
we  have  got  a  shot  at  some 
significant  television  action, 
something  that  could  influence 
people  in  a  good  way.  We've  got 


several  shows  in  the  works  now, 
pilot  type  things  that  we've  drawn 
up. 

We've  talked  about  a  "Kinky 
Friedman  Irritation  Hour,"  kind  of 
a  show  where  things  happen  as  they 
really  happen,  you  know.  You 
bring  on  Iggy  Pop  and  Ernest  Tubb 
or  whoever  -  Truman  Capote  .  .  .

WHAT  WITH  DDT,  BHA,  MSG,  AND  BHT,  HOW  IS  A  PERSON  TO  EAT?

It's  like  beating  your  head 
against  the  wall,  sometimes,  living 
in  the  city  and  trying  country  ways. 
Course,  a  garden  up  in  the  pine 
forests  would  probably  be  just  as 
frustrating  if  you  tried  the  good  old 
organic  method. 

Every  morning  I  awake  to  gray 
skies,  daring  me  to  investigate  the 
evening's  damage  from  the  garden 
critters.  It's  not  bad  enough  to  find 
gaping  holes  where  leaves  used  to 
be,  or  the  remains  of  green  stalks 
which  once  promised  to  be 
cauliflowers  and  cabbages. 

But  on  top  of  all  this  (or  should  I 
say,  under  it),  in  the  backyard  my 
hills  of  squash  lie  under  six  inches 
of  water  left  from  last  night's 
storms.  The  same  plague  which  beat 
my  young  beets  and  carrots  back 
into  the  soil  and  washed  my  lettuce 
away  to  Baytown. 

It's  a  very  helpless  position  to  be 
in.  At  night  I  began  braving  the 
squeamishness  inside  and  collected 
specimens  of  the  insect  world  for 
identification  purposes.  I  armed 
myself  with  flashlight,  jar,  and 
cover,  and  began  depositing  all 
types  of  crawlers  in  their  new 
home. 

I  couldn't  believe  it  -  all  these 
hairy  centipedes  were  basking  upon 
my  cabbage  leaves,  chomping  away 
at  these  tender  young  plants,  and 
enjoying  every  bit  of  it,  even  the 
garlic,  onion,  and  hot  pepper  spray 
I  had  washed  the  plants  with  to 
keep  the  insects  away. 


There  were  caterpillars,  slugs,  pill 
bugs  (or  baby  armadillos  as  I  prefer 
to  call  'em),  and  snails  just  laughing 
at  me  holding  the  flashlight  in  my 
teeth  while  I  picked  at  'em,  waitin' 
*til  I  dropped  the  jar.  I  decided  I 
had  to  do  something.  I  couldn't 
watch  the  last  month's  efforts  go 
down  their  throats,  so  I  tried  an  old 
proven  formula  -  pour  salt  to 
dissolve  the  slugs  and  snails.  I  did, 
around  the  base  and  on  top  of  a 
dozen  or  more  plants. 

The  next  morning  they  were 
gone,  but  so  were  the  plants, 
completely  dehydrated  and  limp.  It 
was  the  next  day  when  someone 
suggested  putting  out  saucers  of 
beer  among  the  plants.  The  slugs  go 
in  and  drown  themselves. 

But  why  bother?  After  all,  in  this 
day  of  instant  convenience  and 
prepared  foods,  what  possible 
reason  would  one  have  to  "grow  his 
own?" 

It's  certainly  counter  to 
America's  norm.  Fewer  people  are 
even  buying  fresh  foods,  much  less 
growing  them  themselves,  and  more 
are  eating  away  from  their  own 
kitchens  than  ever  before.  Thirty 
cents  out  of  every  American  dollar 
is  now  spent  in  restaurants  of  every 
variety. 

This,  despite  the  fact  that  we  no 
longer  have  any  guarantee  that 
what  we  are  served  didn't  come  out 
of  a  huge  warehouse  belonging  to 
one  of  the  major  food  companies 
now  selling  mass  prepared  gourmet 
entrees  to  restaurants. 


These  glorified  TV  dinners  have 
reached  such  a  high  proportion  in 
San  Francisco  that  City  Supervisor 
Diane  Feinstein  authored  a  "truth 
in  dining"  ordinance  which  would 
have  required  restaurants  to  note 
which  dishes  are  pre-prepared.  It 
was  defeated  when  five  food 
industry  conventions  threatened  to 
take  their  $2.7  million  worth  of 
business  elsewhere. 

But  that's  in  San  Francisco,  you 
say,  not  here  in  Houston.  Well,  we 
need  look  no  further  than  our 
grocery  coolers  to  find  poultry 
which  has  been  frozen  for  snipping 
and  then  rethawed  before  being 
sold,  breaking  down  both  texture 
and  nutritional  content. 

In  fact,  the  neighborhood 
supermarket  provides  a  focus  for 
many  aspects  of  ingestion.  Pick  up 
a  package  and  read  the  label.  For 
the  most  part,  you  don't  find  its 
nutritional  content  but  rather  its 
physical  makeup. 

More  often  than  not  this  includes 
its  synthetic  chemical  stabilizers 
like  monosodium  glutamate  (MSG), 
which  insures  smoothness  and 
uniform  texture  (as  do  mono-  and 
di-glycerides,  stearic  acid,  and 
propyl  glycol  monostearate); 
butylated  hydroxyanisole  or 
hydroxytoluene  (BHA,  BHT), 
which  prevent  food  from  changing 
color;  nitrates  and  nitrites,  which 
preserve   and   color  the  food;  and 


sodium  propianate,  which  acts  as  a 
mold  inhibitor. 

What  they  don't  tell  you  -  but 
what  men  like  Dr.  Charles  C. 
Edwards,  Commissioner  of  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration 
(FDA),  did  say  in  testimony  before 
a  House  subcommittee  -  is  that 
nitrite  is  potentially  dangerous  to 
small  children,  can  deform  the  fetus 
in  a  pregnant  woman,  and  that  its 
presence  in  meat  is  a  possible  cause 
of  cancer. 

There's  more,  too.  What  doesn't 
appear  on  the  label  is  that  despite 
recent  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
DDT,  it  is  virtually  impossible  to 
find  areas  of  land  unpolluted  by 
this  agent. 

DDT  is  fat  soluble  and  as  such 
it  is  stored  in  the  fatty  tissues  of 
the  body.  Because  it  takes  fifteen 
months  or  more  to  raise  meat 
providers,  you  intake  a  much  larger 
concentration  of  DDT  from  meat 
than  from  vegetables. 

Likewise,  arsenic  is  used  in  the 
feed  of  much  livestock  as  a  growth 
stimulant,  and  may  add  to  its 
carcinogenic  properties.  And,  of 
course,  you're  not  told  about  all 
the  vitamins  and  minerals  removed 
from  the  refined  flour  and  sugar 
which  appear  so  snowy  white  in 
their  packages  and  in  baked 
products.

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SHELTER.  Edited  by  Lloyd  Kahn 
and  Bob  Easton.  Shelter 
Publications,  Bolinas,  Cal.  Distr.  by 
Random  House.  1 76  pp.,  illus. 

Lloyd  Kahn,  former  proponent 
and  progenitor  of  geodesic  dome 
shelters,  who  brought  us 
Domebooks  I  and  77  to 
revolutionize  do-it-yourself  building 
and  change  the  face  of  communes 
nationwide,  has  renounced  it  all. 

With  Shelter,  a  delightful  and 
optimistic  book,  Kahn  has  struck 
out  in  a  bold  old  direction  that  will 
surely  be  more  significant  than  the 
dome  fad.  To  those  increasing 
numbers  who  would  build  then- 
own  homes,  Kahn  says,  in  short, 
look  around  at  how  local  builders 
use  local  materials,  then  do  the 
same  thing. 

With  all  due  respect  to  Bucky 
Fuller,  acknowledged  genius  and 
visionary  of  our  times,  geodesic 
domes  are  very  efficient  and 
beautiful  structures  on  the  larger 
scales  that  enclose  vast  amounts  of 
space,  Kahn  now  admits  that  domes 
do  not  make  good  homes: 

"Metaphorically,  our  work  on 
domes  appears  to  us  to  have  been 
smart:  mathematics,  computers, 
new  materials,  plastics.  Yet 
reevaluation  of  our  actual  building 
experiments,  publications  and 
feedback  from  others  leads  us  to 
emphasize  that  there  continue  to  be 
many  unsolved  problems  with 
dome  homes." 

So  domes  have  proved  a  false 
hope.  Their  structural  efficiency  is 
beguiling,  but  when  it  comes  down 
to  do-it-yourself  technology,  there 
are  problems.  A  large  volume  of  air 
space  in  relation  to  useable  floor 
area  makes  dome  heating  and 
cooling  less  efficient.  Interior 
acoustics  are  terrible.  Triangular 
facets  must  wastefully  be  cut  from 
standard     rectangular     building 
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materials.  Windows,  doors, 
cabinets,  and  fixtures  are  difficult 
to  work  into  the  curved  shapes.  In 
addition,  domes  cannot  easily  be 
added  to  or  changed.  And  they 
leak.  No  new  miracle  materials, 
tapes,  sealants,  or  plastics  have  been 
able  to  keep  water  from  coming 
through  the  numerous  joints. 

Kahn  goes  on:  "We  now  realize 
that  there  will  be  no  wondrous  new 
solutions  to  housing;  that  our  work, 
though  perhaps  smart,  was  by  no 
means  wise.  In  the  past  year  we 
have  learned  that  there  is  far  more 
to  be  learned  from  the  wisdom  of 
the  past:  from  structures  shaped  by 
imagination,  not  mathematics,' and 
built  of  materials  appearing 
naturally  on  the  earth,  than  from 
any  further  extension  of  whiteman 
technoplastic  prowess." 

Outrageously  spiraling  labor, 
material,  land  and  financing  costs 
have  priced  houses  out  of  reach  for 
most  of  us.  Increasingly,  the  only 
way  to  get  shelter  from  the  storm 
these  days  is  to  build  or  renovate 
your  own  dwelling.  This  can  cut 
costs  in  half;  more,  if  you  are 
ingenious. 

Most  housebuilding  skills  are  not 
difficult   to   learn,   and   there  are 


numerous  guidebooks.  On  the  other 
hand,  as  anybody  who  has  tried  to 
put  a  project  together  from 
beginning  to  end  can  tell  you,  it  is 
not  easy  either,  and  should  not  be 
entered  into  lightly. 

Building  requires  a  major 
investment  of  your  time  (six 
months  to  a  year  full  time  for  a 
finished  house),  money  and  energy. 
It  is  hard  work  and  the  pitfalls  are 
many.  Buildings  are  relatively 
permanent  (hopefully)  and 
mistakes  stand  for  all  to  see  -  it 
pays  to  do  it  right. 

So  there  is  much  to  be  said  for 
entering  into  the  long  tradition  of 
housebuilding.  And  in  Shelter, 
Kahn  says  it. 

Homemade  in  the  Whole  Earth 
Catalog  tradition,  it  is  a  visual 
delight  from  cover  to  cover. 
Lavishly  illustrated  with  photos, 
drawings,  items  and  articles  culled 
from  wide-ranging  sources, 
including  most  of  my  own  favorite 
books,  Shelter  covers  anonymous, 
indigenous  building  art  from 
around  the  world,  showing  the 
numerous  and  inventive  ways  in 
which  people  have  adapted 
themselves  to  their  various 
environments  and  needs. 


Examples  range  from  the  arcane 

-  curious  cave  homes  cut  into  the 
soft  conical  rocks  of  the 
Cappodocia  region  of  Turkey 
(featured  in  Pasolini's  film  Medea) 

-  to  the  sublime:  the  extremely 
lightweight  structures  of  California 
barns. 

There  are  articles  on  natural 
building  materials,  hints  on 
construction  techniques, 
discussions  with  wisened  builders,  a 
section  on  using  energy  resources 
and,  for  those  who  would  after  all 
prefer  to  live  in  a  dome,  a  chapter 
entitled  "Domebook  3." 

Particularly  interesting  is  a  1923 
article  on  the  development  of 
wood-stud  framing.  Here  is  still 
everyman's  building  system: 
materials  available  everywhere,  easy 
to  construct  with  hammer  and  saw. 
Well,  sure  you  end  up  with  boxes. 
But  be  not  afraid;  us  Shelter  shows, 
there  are  infinite  possible  variations 
with  simple  volumes.  We  can  even 
resort  to  playing  around  with  light, 
pattern,  texture  and  color  to  create 
interest  and  warmth. 

Kahn  makes  a  convincing 
argument  for  simplicity,  directness, 
and  efficiency  in  building. 
Architects  who  indulge  in 
extravagant,  expensive,  egotistical 
sculptural  excesses  take  note. 

I  would  recommend  this  book  to 
anyone  who  has  ever  lived  in  or 
near  a  house.  Also  check  out  all  the 
books  in  the  bibliography.

FOR  THOSE  INTERESTED  IN  THE  NITTY-GRITTY 


by  Joe  Bleakie,  Chief  Engineer 

Is  the  radio  fixed  yet?  We  hope 
so.  Barring  further  visits  from 
Murphy,  KPFT  should  be  at  full 
power  by  the  time  you  read  this. 

What  happened?  Well,  as  best  as 
we  can  piece  it  together,  we  were 
missing  some  inconspicuous 
hardware  back  when  the 
transmission  line  (running  450  feet 
from  transmitter  up  the  tower  to 
the  antenna)  was  originally 
installed. 

Because  our  tower  is  made  of 
steel  and  the  line  is  made  of  copper, 
there  is  a  difference  in  expansion 
between  them  as  they  are  heated  or 
cooled  by  the  elements  in 
Houston's  clime.  The  bulk  of  the 


line  (1200  lbs.)  is  spring-  suspended 
from  the  tower  to  allow  freedom  of 
movement. 

Some  of  our  springs  were  broken 
or  stretched  and  -  as  the  line 
loosened  up  in  the  wind  and 
became  crooked  -  the  tremendous 
mechanical  forces  involved  bent  the 
tee  section  which  feeds  our 
antenna. 

To  prevent  this  bending,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  line  be 
rigidly  attached  to  the  tower  at  the 
top  of  the  vertical  run.  KPFT  never 
had  rigid  hangers,  but  they  will  be 
installed  by  the  end  of  the  week. 
These  should  keep  the  line  in  line 
and  cut  back  the  number  of 
positioning  rings  moved  out  of 
position. 


In  addition  to  bending  the 
critical  tee  section  antenna  feed,  as 
the  line  loosened  and  moved 
around,  it  worked  loose  a  joint 
between  sections  of  pipe,  which 
caused  the  burning  and  most  of  our 
problem. 

You  see,  most  of  KPFT's 
transmission  line  was  donated  in 
1970  by  KUHT,  Channel  8,  and 
was  originally  manufactured  in 
1954.  Commercial  line  will  last  for 
decades,  they  say,  if  it  is  installed 
and  maintained  properly.  So  what 
went  wrong? 

The  old  section  of  line  has  a 
center  conductor  slightly  smaller 
than  the  new  section  at  top  and 
bottom.  Because  proper  fittings 
were  not  installed  to  account  for 
the  difference  in  size,  the  electrical 
contact  was  not  as  good  as  could  be 
desired  -  to  the  point  of  causing 
trouble. 

Very  few  people  in  the  business 
nowadays  are  aware  of  the 
differences  in  the  line.  We  learned 
the  hard  way. 

We  shut  down  the  transmitter  on 


April  25,  and  replaced  the 
temporary  "fixings,"  which  allowed 
us  to  broadcast  at  one  percent 
power  for  a  month. 

On  April  26  (press  time),  we 
raised  the  power  to  30,000  watts 
(about  60  percent  of  total 
capacity).  If  everything  still  checks 
out  good  (and  it  should)  after 
about  24  hours  or  so,  we  will  very 
slowly  start  to  raise  the  power  to 
full  blast,  keeping  our  fingers 
crossed  that  nothing  blows  out 
again. 

Sorry  it  took  so  long  -  it's  a 
unique  problem.  It  has  cost  us 
plenty  -  three  months  off  the  air, 
anguish  and  anxiety,  nitrogen 
leaked  to  the  atmosphere,  several 
burned  up  pieces  of  pipe,  hundreds 
of  dollars  in  fees  for  tower 
climbers,  etc.

away  with  it?  Doesn't  the 
government  control  all  of  that,  we 
ask  our  deteriorating  selves?  At  last 
report,  the  FDA  had  a  list  of  3900 
"approved"  chemical  additives  to 
food. 

A  survey  in  New  York  City 
which  showed  26  out  of  30 
good-looking  meat  samples  to  be 
rancid  didn't  change  that  list  a  bit. 
With  sugar  prices  rising  so  rapidly, 
the  FDA  may  repermit  use  of 
cyclamates  in  soft  drinks  and  hot 
beverages,  despite  its  link  to 
testicular  atrophy. 

It's  little  wonder  that  acceptance 
has  come  so  easily  to  our  chemical 
diets.  After  all,  American 
foodmakers  have  been  spending 
nearly  a  billion  dollars  annually  to 
promote  their  use  of  processed 
foods  while  the  FDA  has  been 
struggling  to  keep  up  with  the 
industry's  latest  inventions  on  a 
budget  of  only  $68  million. 

The  FDA  winds  up  relying  on 
industry  research  to  make  their 
decisions  about  a  product's  safety. 
A  classic  example  is  the  recent 
statement  by  the  FDA  that  a  coal 
tar  dye,  F  D  and  C  Red  No.2,. 
which  FDA's  experts  have  shown  to 
be  linked  to  cancer  and  birth 
deformites,  will  be  permitted  in  all 
commercial  food  products  except 
fresh  foods.  This  includes  candy 
bars,  pudding  mixes,  cakes,  syrup, 
sausages,  salad  dressings,  pretzels, 
crackers,  lipsticks,  pill  coatings,  etc. 

Their  defense  for  subjecting 
Americans  to  this  is  based  on  some 
sketchy  details  showing  that  their 
experiments  were  improperly 
conducted  (at  the  taxpayers' 
expense)  and  they  were  using  the 
data  supplied  by  the  Food 
Protection  Committee  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Sciences,  who 
happen  to  get  40  percent  of  their 
funds  from  the  food  industry.  As  if 
this  weren't  insulting  enough,  an 
industry  spokesman  said  they 
would  be  wiped  out  if  the  red  dye 
were  not  allowed.  He  claimed 
people  simply  wouldn't  buy  the 
food  if  it  didn't  look  right. 

According  to  a  study  by  the 
Center  for  the  Study  of  Responsive 


Law,  if  you  ate  nothing  but  the 
foods  advertised  on  television, 
you'd  be  a  complete  physical 
wreck.  They  are  too  high  in  fat, 
sugar,  and  salt,  and  "shockingly 
low"  in  fiber,  a  substance  found  in 
most  fresh  foods. 

Besides,  the  industry  argues,  if  it 
weren't  for  all  the  synthetic 
preservatives  and  processing,  food 
costs  would  soar  sky  high  and  most 
products  would  become 
unavailable.  Well,  if  you  haven't 
noticed,  prices  are  outrageous 
anyway,  and  one  of  the  causes 
which  is  now  surfacing  is  industry 
price-fixing  and  food  monopolies. 

The  farmer  is  now  getting  only 
33  cents  out  of  every  dollar  you 
spend  on  food.  The  rest,  we've  been 
led  to  believe,  is  used  on  processing, 
packaging,  transporting,  and 
handling  charges,  which  leave  the 
store  with  only  "a  few  pennies" 
profit. 

The  fact,  according  to  Congress's 
Joint  Economic  Committee,  is  that 
the  food  stores  make  as  much 
money  as  anyone  else.  According  to 
findings  last  year,  some  chains 
make  even  more. 

In  Washington,  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  (FTC)  is  stepping  up 
their  investigation  of  the  food 
industry.  They're  trying  to  find  out 
whether  some  companies  are  fixing 
prices  as  high  as  people  will  pay. 

Already,  in  a  California  court 
decision,  the  A&P  supermarket 
chain  has  been  found  guilty  of 
fixing    wholesale    and    retail    meat 

prices.  With  the  concentration  of 
the  food  industry  over  the  last  20 
years,  small  firms  and  farms  have 
been  swallowed  up  by 
conglomerates.  Campbell's  now 
sells  90  percent  of  the  soup, 
national  breweries  control  local 
beers,  four  companies  make  over  90 
percent  of  the  breakfast  cereals  and 
on  and  on. 

This  concentration  has  enabled 
large  grocery  chains  to  divide  up 
their  markets,  withdrawing  from 
some  areas  and  expanding  rapidly 
into  others. 

The  California  decision  was 
based  on  the  fact  that,  between 
1960  and  1961,  the  Safeway  chain 


pulled  1 50  stores  out  of  New  York 
City,  A&P  withdrew  200  from  Los 
Angeles,  and  Kroger's  disappeared 
from  the  Washington,  D.C.  area  - 
the  only  three  cities  where  the 
three  directly  competed.  After  this 
it  was  a  simple  matter  to  fix  prices 
since  each  controlled  a  given 
marketing  region. 

In  Nebraska,  State  Senator  Loran 
Schit  has  charged  Safeway  and  A&P 
with  agreeing  to  meat  suppliers 
''uniform  arbitrary, 
non-competitive  and  artificially  low 
prices"  and  to  set  "artificially  high 
prices  for  retail  trade." 

They  control  so  much  of  the 
market  that  they  can  name  their 
price  even  if  it's  less  than  the 
production  costs.  The  farmers  have 
to  sell  or  destroy  their  product.  It 
becomes  a  little  easier  then  to 
understand  why  farmers  in 
California  destroy  tons  of  food  so 
market  prices  will  stay  high. 

Nader's  Raiders  have  latched 
onto  the  food  industry  and  are 
preparing  anti-trust  suits  against 
some  of  the  giants.  "There  is  no 
more  reason  why  Del  Monte  should 
grow,  transport,  process,  and 
market  vegetables  than  why  Exxon 
should  drill,  refine,  transport,  and 
market  oil,"  the  coalition  called 
Food  Action  Campaign  said  in  a 
formal  letter  to  the  FTC. 

Meanwhile  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  tells  us  it  has 
found  suspected  cancer-causing 
agents  in  the  water  supply  of  79 
American  cities,  including  Dallas 
and  San  Antonio.  Talking  out  of 
both  sides  of  their  mouths,  they 
said  chlorination  is  still  the  best 
disease  preventative  treatment  even 
though  the  amount  of  cancer  agents 
seemed  to  be  related  to  how  heavily 
the  water  had  been  chlorinated. 

All  this  is  merely  the  tip  of  the 
proverbial  stalk.  It  doesn't  even 
touch  the  nutritional  aspect  of 
American  agri-business  nor  the 
environmental  impact.  However, 
with  the  number  of  small  farms 
folding  at  the  rate  of  2,000  per 
week  and  reports  of  childhood 
malnutrition  in  America  increasing, 
you  may  want  to  find  out  more.  I 
can    recommend    a   few   places  to 


start,  but  I  warn  you  there  is  no 
end. 

Stuart  Brand,  creator  of  The 
Whole  Earth  Catalogue,  is  now 
putting  out  the  Co-Evolution 
Quarterly.  In  general,  this  is  a  good 
source,  but  specifically  (in  the 
Summer  1974  edition)  there  is  an 
article  by  Anne  and  Paul  Ehrlich 
titled  "Guide  to  the  Apocalypse: 
FOOD,"  which  takes  a  good  look  at 
America's  place  in  the  world  of 
food. 

Beyond  that,  look  for  Mother 
Earth  News  Magazine,  Environment 
Magazine,  Science  Magazine,  Better 
Nutrition,  cookbooks  whose  recipes 
use  homemade  ingredients,  Uell 
Gibbons  books  on  foraging  wild 
foods,  daily  newspapers,  and  of 
course,  INFORMAZINE  on  KPFT. 
Take  all  with  a  dose  of 
concerned  questioning  however,  for 
there     are     as     many     different

window,  promotes  jazz  concerts 
and  has  a  marvelous  collection  of 
African  tribal  masks. 

My  Philly  friend  accurately 
pointed  out  that  if  Eli  Black  had 
been  Black,  instead  of  his  mentally 
over- wrought  free-fall  suicide  he 
would  have  simply  said  to  hell  with 
it  and,  with  bottle  and  corporate 
stock  in  hand  and  a  smile  from  ear 
to  ear,  would  have  grabbed  a 
non-stop  ride  to  the  bright  beaches 
of  Brazil. 

I  told  my  friend  to  take  his 
platform  shoe  collection  to  the 
nearest  bootblack  for  a  series  of 
shines.

Creatures  of  the  Soil 


HOW  TO    OFF   THE   LITTLE    VARMINTS 


Mary,  Mary,  quite  contrary, 
How  does  your  garden  grow? 
With    doodle    bugs,    and    slimy 
slugs. 

And  little  critters  all  in  a  row! 

Well,  Mary,  you  could  go  out 
and  slaughter  the  whole  crew  with 
Spectrocide,  thereby  supporting  the 
chemical  industries  and  putting 
your  two  cents  worth  of  poisons 
and  pollutants  into  the  old 
environment  or  .  .  . 

You    could    accept    the    whole 

situation    as    part    of    living    in 

Houston.  We've  got  a  lot  of  bugs! 

To  quote  Loudon's  Encyclopedia 

of  Gardening,  published  in  1832: 

"Preventive  operations  are  those 
of  the  best  culture  in  the  most 
extensive  sense  of  the  term 
including  what  relates  to  choice  of 
seed  or  plant,  soil,  situation,  and 
climate.  If  these  are  carefully 
attended  to,  it  will  seldom  happen 
that  any  species  of  insect  will  exist 
in  the  garden  to  an  injurious  degree. 
But  some  parts  of  culture  such  as 
climate  are  often  beyond  our 
control." 

Well,  Houston's  climate  is  ideal 
for  all  sorts  of  critters.  They  thrive 
so  well  here  that  normally  timid 
varieties  reach  unheard  of  heights  in 
arrogance  and  voraciousness. 

An  example  is  our  pill  bug  (often 
called  doodle  bug  or  sow  bug).  If 
you've  read  up  on  the  pill  bug,  you 
know  that  he  prefers  dry,  dark 
places  like  under  rocks.  Well,  the 
pill  bugs  in  Houston  must  have 
plumb  run  out  of  rocks  because 
they  are  everywhere.  And  they  are 
all  hungry.  They  even  eat 
marigolds! 

According  to  Loudon,  the 
climate  can  upset  the  balance 
between  plant  growth  and  strength, 
and  the  bug  population.  So  what 
we've  got  to  do  is  tip  the  scales  a 
little. 

One  thing  we  can  do  is  wait  and 
watch.  Hopefully,  either  the  plant 
will  grow  up  despite  the  little 
nibbles,  or  the  insect  will  grow  right 
out  of  its  hunger  pangs  and  go  off 
to  become  a  moth  or  something. 
The  whole  situation  will  have  taken 
care  of  itself.  But  if  it's  an 
emergency  case,  here  are  a  few 
things  we  can  do  to  annoy  the  bugs 
and  help  the  plants. 

First,  we've  got  to  identify  which 
bugger  is  getting  out  of  hand.  Insect

Pests  by  George  S.  Fichter,  Golden 
Press,  has  got  great  pictures  of  most 
of  the  garden  variety  bugs  and  will 
help  with  the  naming  of  our  little 
friends.  It  will  also  tell  us  if  it's  a 
goody  or  a  baddy,  but  beyond  that 
we've  got  to  go  somewhere  else. 

Mother  Earth  News  puts  out  a 
nice  poster  entitled  "Natural 
Control  of  Garden  Pests."  It's  a  bit 
simplistic.  Rodale's  Basic  Book  of 
Organic  Gardening  has  got  a  pretty 
comprehensive  bug  control  section 
and  The  Bug  Book  by  John  and 
Helen  Philbrick  is  a  real 
treasurehouse  of  cures  and  recipes. 

Over  the  years  of  playing  in  their 
garden  the  Philbricks  have  come  to 
a  point  where  they  hardly  have  to 
do  anything  in  the  way  of  bug 
control.  They  seem  to  have 
achieved  an  enviable  balance,  but 
for  us  less  fortunate  fools,  here's  a 
list  of  the  more  common  garden 
baddies  and  possible  "holding 
actions": 

Aphids.  Interplant  with 
nasturtiums,  chives,  and  onions. 
Encourage  your  ladybugs.  Use  an 
onion  spray  (ground-up  onions  and 
soapy  water). 

Cabbage  worms  (Imported  and 
looper).  Use  pepper  spray.  Sprinkle 
a  weak  salt  solution  or  rye  flour,  or 
powdered  lime  in  the  early 
morning.  These  will  cause  the  worm 
to  dehydrate.  Hand  pick  and"  kill 
them  in  kerosene.  Interplanting 
with  hemp  will  help. 

Corn  and  ear  worms.  Drop 
mineral  oil  into  the  ears  of  corn 
after  the  tips  of  the  tassels  have 
turned  brown.  The  oil  will  smother 
the  worms. 

Cut  worms.  Go  out  at  night  and 
hand  pick  and  kill  them.  Place  a 
collar  of  cardboard  around  the 
plant  or  place  a  matchstick  right 
next  to  the  stem.  An  oak  leaf 
mulch  will  repel  cut  worms. 

Nematodes.  Interplant  with 
marigolds  and  build  the  humus 
content  of  your  soil  by  composting. 
A  consistent  use  of  compost  will 
eliminate  this  problem.  Tomatoes 
are  particularly  susceptible  to 
nematodes,  so  plant  marigolds  and 
sprinkle  sugar  around  them.  Sugar 
helps  dehydrate  nematodes. 


Pill  bugs.  Sprinkle  lime  or  wood 
ash  in  your  garden.  Trap  them  with 
upturned  flower  pots  filled  with 
garbage  and  dried  moss  and  empty 
the  traps  into  a  huge  pot  of  boiling 
water.  This  must  be  done  daily 
until  a  balance  is  achieved. 

Slugs.  Sprinkle  them  with  salt 
and  watch  them  shrivel  up.  A  half 
buried  bottle  with  some  beer  in  it 
will  lure  them  to  a  drunken  death. 

Tomato  hornworm.  Hand  pick 
and  kill  them  in  kerosene  unless  the 
worm  is  covered  with  small  white 
things.  The  white  things  are 
parasites  and  should  be  encouraged 
to  wreak  havoc. 

White  flies.  Use  tobacco  dust  and 
nicotine  spray  if  you  must,  but 
these  substances  are  highly 
poisonous  and  should  never  be  used 
near  edible  greens.  White  flies  occur 
in  places  deficient  in  phosphorus. 
It's  better  to  work  on  the  soil 
deficiency  and  leave  the  white  flies 
alone.  Ladybugs  love  them. 

With  a  little  persistence  and  some 
replanting,  the  garden  will  make  it. 
When  replanting,  plant  a  lot  of  seed 
and  don't  thin  out  'til  the  last 
possible  moment.  In  this  way  we 
have  some  for  the  critters  and  some 
for  ourselves.  Not  all  the  critters  are 


bad  and  we're  obliged  to  mention 
the  good  ones:  ladybugs,  birds, 
toads,  praying  mantises,  snakes, 
lizards,  and  earthworms.  Along 
with  our  critter  friends,  we  ought 
to  thank  all  the  aromatic  herbs.

For  those  of  you  who  tend  to  con- 
tract a  severe  case  of  the  munchies 
at  least  three  times  a  week  and  find 
yourselves  standing  at  your  local 
7-1 1  with  a  can  of  bean  dip  and  corn 
chips,  we  would  like  to  offer  what 
is  probably  the  best  possible  cure. 

We  all  have  a  certain  amount  of 
awareness  as  to  what  we  tend  to 
feed  our  bodies,  even  if  the  feed  is 
hamburgers,  hotdogs,  and  any  other 
item  of  sustenance  we  can  get  our 
hands  on,  particularly  when  under 
the  influence  .  .  . 

In  the  following  issues,  we  are 
going  to  offer  "healthy"  ways  to 
"munch  out."  Believe  it  or  not,  each 
one  of  our  recipes  are  "natural  food" 
recipes.  We  don't  want  to  frighten 
anybody  by  saying  "natural  foods," 
so  a  brief  explanation  is  probably 
necessary:  natural  foods  are  foods 
containing  no  additives,  preserva- 
tives or  general  food  contaminants, 
as  one  can  find  in  processed  foods. 
That  was  easy,  wasn't  it.  The  fol- 
lowing recipe  is  easier. 

T.  J.'s  Tidbits 

3-1/4  in.  thick  slices  of  whole  wheat 


bread 
1/4  lb.  of  Monterey  Jack  cheese 
1/4  white  onion 
1/4  bell  pepper 
2  avocados 

1  cup  whole  mushrooms 
1  cup  alfalfa  sprouts 
any  other  vegetables  that  might 

appease  your  stoned  palate 

Cut  the  three  slices  of  bread  into 
quarters,  making  12  small  pieces  of 
bread.  Place  the  bread  on  a  cookie 
sheet.  Spread  grated  cheese  on  six 
of  the  slices  and  mashed  avocado  on 
the  other  six  slices,  then  spread  grat- 
ed cheese  on  top  of  the  avocado. 

Slice  all  your  vegetables,  then 
place  one  or  a  combination  of  all  on 
the  bread/cheese/avocado  base.  This 
is  where  your  creativity  comes  in.

Finally,  place  the   cookie  sheet 
in  the  oven  at  about  400  degrees 
for  about  three  to  five  minutes.

See,  the  audiences  we  drew  the 
first  tour  were  hip  audiences  and 
small  audiences.

This  time  the  humor  carried 
beautifully,  the  personalities  came 
across  very  well,  and  the  crowd  .  . . 
in  Atlanta  and  Nashville  it  was 
the  blond  haired,  blue  eyed,  you 
know  -  the  quarterback  and  the 
cheerleader  from  the  local  college 
were  there.  And  people  would  say 
stuff  -  I  remember  a  guy  in 
Nashville  said,  "Kinky  .  .  . 
Snakebite  .  .  .  Jewford  .  .  .  too 
much/" And  when  you  get  people 
like  that  that  are  really  turned  one, 
you're  reaching  somewhere. 

You  get  kind  of  tired  talking  to 
yourself,  don't  you? 

Ain't  whistlin'  Dixie,  I  tell  you  . . 


And  then  suddenly,  when  you 
feel  like  a  lot  more  people  are 
relating  to  what  you're  doing,  I 
guess  that's  a  good  response  to  the 
people  who  say,  "Well,  you're 
watering  down  your  trip.  " 

Again,  we're  bucking  kind  of  a 
Texas  thing  right  now  in  that  we're 
very  professional.  I  mean,  there  are 
people  who  say,  "You're  too  slick, 
you're  too  professional,  you're 
actors."  Because  they're  used  to 
seeing  dogs  and  little  children  and 
stuff  on  stage.  Our  guys  are 
entertainers,  they're  like  showmen. 


Being  laid  back  is  not  where  it's  at 
for  us. 

Our  first  fans,  you  know,  were  a 
weird  cult  of  real  wiggos  who 
immediately  snap  up  something  like 
the  "Ballad  of  Charles  Whitman." 
And  they're  good  people.  These  are 
the  people  that  sustained  the  act 
when  we  were  traveling  around  the 
country  in  our  station  wagon  and 
our  U-haul  trailer,  you  know.  For 
these  people,  anything  short  of  a 
complete  blasphemy  is  going  to  be 
disappointing. 

But  even  if  you're  dealing  in  the 
casino  of  satire,  there  has  to  be 
some  growth.  And  basically,  our 
move  has  been  -  and  some  people 
may  disagree  with  me  -  has  been 
away  from  satire  into  comedy.  And 
in  doing  so,  we're  right  in  tune  with 
a  major  trend  of  the  times, 
which  are  so  bleak.  Most  of  the 
point  of  the  act  now  is  one  of 
general  enjoyment  on  stage;  we  like 
what  we're  doing  a  lot,  man,  and  it 
comes  off. 

What's  gonna  happen  next?  You 
say  you're  looking  towards 
television  .  .  .  basically  it  seems  like 
what  you're  looking  to  do  is 
expand  on  lots  of  levels,  to  move 
out  into  other  fields,  to  get  a  larger 
audience,  to . . . 

Your  multi  media  approach  now 

.  .  .  to  build  your  trip.  Are  you 
working  on  another  album? 

Right.  This  one  will  be  done  in 
Jamaica.  We're  gonna  have  some 
Ubangi  drumming  on  the  thing,  in 
your  reggae  area,  but  it's  not  like  a 
reggae  album.  It's  gonna  involve 
some  songs  that  I  have  had  in  the 
can  that  we  didn't  release  before 
because  the  architecture  of  the 
material  is  so  particularly  repellent, 
you  know,  that  these  go  beyond 
good  or  bad  taste. 

We  may  take  some  very  old  - 
some  country  songs  -  and  try  some 
reggae  stuff  with  them  and  just  see 
what  happens  there.  The  tentative 
title  of  the  album  is  "Bermuda 
Schwartz,"  and  it's  a  cute  album. 
It's  light  and  it's  uptempo  and  it's 
lively  and  it's  a  happy  kind  of  a 
thing.  And  the  band  is  going  to  be 
on  it  very  strongly,  which  wasn't 
the  case  on  the  last  album.  It  will . 
reflect  more  of  what  you  see  in  the 
stage  act.  Plus  some  wiggy  guests 
that  are  going  to  be  down  there 
with  us. 

What  after  that? 

After  that  we'll  probably  be 
playing  the  Electric  Matzohball  in 
Jerusalem.  I  don't  know  after  that. 
If  we  can  get  this  Jewboy  national 
tour  organized,  we'll  do  that 
booger.  I'm  working  on  a  book 
that's  about  halfway  through  right 
now.  The  television  thing  is  in  the 
works.  And  that's  about  the  extent 
of  it. 

Well,  that  sounds  like  a  lot  for  a 
Jewboy  from  Texas. 

We   want   to   wish   everybody  a 
long  and  a  prosperous  nose,  now. 
We    hope   the   baby   Jesus    smiles 
upon  all  of  you.

Ed's  281  Club 

YOUR  BASIC  HONKY  FORM  OF   ENTERTAINMENT

Ed's  281  Club,  which  calls  itself 
"Most  Popular  Dance  Hall  in  HiU 
Country"  right  there  on  the  orange 
business  card,  is  in  Round 
Mountain,  Tex.  It's  about  the  only 
thing  in  R.ound  Mountain,  as  far  as 
that  goes,  but  the  population  jumps 
up  a  bit  Sunday  afternoons  when 
folks  drive  in  from  Marble  Falls  and 
Lampasas  and  even  Waco  for  the 
281  Club's  Matinee  Dances. 

First  and  third  Sundays  feature 
straight  country  and  western  bands. 
Second  and  fourth  Sundays  mean 
ballroom  dancing  to  a  smaU  swing 
orchestra  with  a  country  tinge. 
Whatever  happens  when  fifth 
Sundays  come  along,  I'll  bet  it's 
good. 

Almost  all  of  the  couple  hundred 
people  who  show  up  are  upwards  of 


forty  and  serious  about  their 
dancing.  (All  the  way  from  Waco  in 
a  nasty  drizzle  is  no  joke.)  They 
rumba  and  fox-trot  and  Texas 
swing,  polka  and  schottische  and 
cotton-eye-Joe  —     this     last 

punctuated  by  "whoo-whoo's" 
instead  of  "bullshits."  They  even 
waltz.  Waltz  .  .  .  not  two-step 
shuffle-klutz  around. 

He  who  ventures  onto  the  281 
dance  floor  had  better  be  prepared 
to  step  out  with  the  best  of  them: 
any  dance  can  turn  into  a  Paul 
Jones  at  a  signal  from  the 
bandleader. 

Now  for  the  elucidation  of  those 
weaned  on  Mashed  Potatoes  and 
Slop,  Paul  Jones  dances  involve 
much  whistle-blowing  and 
partner-changing,  aU  in  concentric 
circles.  Men  on  the  outside,  women 


on  the  in  .  .  .  what  else?  "Ladies 
advance  five,"  "Gentlemen  advance 
two,"  etcetera. 

You  get  maybe  60  seconds  or  so 
with  each  new  partner.  That  may 
not  be  long  enough  to  figure  their 
particular  choreographic  trip,  but 
it's  long  enough  to  exchange  small 
talk  and  step  on  their  feet. 

There's  a  good  deal  of  group 
feeling  and  mutual  admiration  -  or 
appraisal  -  in  the  281  air.  As  in 
most  groups  worthy  of  the  name, 
there  is  gossip:  "He  married  for  her 
money,  he's  really  good  enough  to 
be  a  professional  dancer  but  she's 
kinda  witchy  looking,  don't  you 
think?" 

People  dress,  not  just  dance,  for 
the  occasion.  The  whole  scene 
looks  a  little  like  a  party  in  the  high 
school  cafeteria,  what  with  low 
lights  and  low  ceilings,  sport  coats 
and  a  chiffon  or  two.  In  tradition, 
most  281  patrons  bring  their  own 
brown-paper-bag-shrouded  bottles. 
(Dry  counties  are  nearby.)  Beer  is 
served  at  the  bar  or  by  halfhearted 
waitresses.  Not  surprisingly,  the 
dancing  seems  to  liven  up  as  people 
get  a  few  drinks  under  their  belts. 


The  281  club  is  "where  you  get 
more  for  your  money,"  again 
according  to  the  orange  card.  At 
$2.50  a  head,  the  four-hour 
Matinee  Dances  (2:30  to  6:30)  are 
bargain  entertainments. 

Anyone  recreating  at  Paleface 
Park,  Canyon  Dam  or  Pedernales 
Falls  is  within  easy  driving  distance 
of  the  club.  Pack  along  some 
Sunday-go-to-meeting  clothes.  My 
guess  is  that  any  reasonably 
spiffed-up  outlanders,  short  of 
outright  total  gapers,  will  be 
welcome  here  -  regardless  of  age 
and  especially  if  they  dance. 

To  find  Ed's  281  Club,  get  on 
Highway  281  between  Marble  FaUs 
and  Johnson  City.  (281,  get  it?  The 
owner's  name  is  Ed,  too,  Ed  Kotrla. 
But  admittedly  Kotrla's  281  Club 
doesn't  have  that  felicitous  ring  to 
it.)  Roughly  halfway  between  the 
two  cities,  all  by  itself  on  an  empty 
stretch  of  road,  is  Ed's.  If  there  are 
any  round  mountains  thereabouts,  I 
missed  them.

If  you  are  trying  that  backyard 
plot  and  get  tempted  to  use  just  a 
little  pesticide  spray,  remember 
what  a  woman  who  owns  a  feed 


store  in  my  neighborhood  told  me 
when  I  related  how  badly  the 
insects  were  affecting  me. 

"What  are  you  using?"  she  asked. 

"Well,  I'm  doing  it  organically 
with  companion  planting  and  garlic 
sprays." 

"Try  dusting  them  with  flour" 
she  said,  smiling.

FCC  Bans  Dirty  Words

On  Oct.  30,  1 973,  a  New  Yorker 
was  listening  to  "Lunchpail,"  a 
daily  program  on  WBAI,  New 
York's  Pacifica  affiliate.  On  that 
day,  "Lunchpail"  aired  a  call-in 
show  in  which  listeners  discussed 
society's  attitudes  towards 
language. 

During  the  course  of  the 
program,  a  George  Carlin  comedy 
monologue  entitled  "Dirty  Words" 
was  broadcast,  according  to  WBAI, 
"because  it  was  regarded  as  an 
incisive  satirical  view  of  the  subject 
under  discussion."  The  station  said 
that  the  monologue  was  preceded 
by  a  warning  that  sensitive  language 
was  contained  and  those  who  might 
be  offended  were  advised  to  change 
the  station  and  return  to  WBAI  in 
15  minutes. 

Nevertheless,  one  man  stayed 
tuned  and  later  complained  to  the 
FCC.  In  his  complaint  he  said, 
"Any  child  could  have  been  turning 
the  dial,  and  tuned  in  to  that 
garbage,"  and  that,  "Incidentally, 
my  young  son  was  with  me  when  I 
heard  [it]  ..." 

In  February,  the  FCC  issued  a 
ruling  on  the  complaint  and,  in 
their  nine  page  memorandum  and 
order,  they  paid  particular 
attention  to  "protecting"  children 
from  hearing  obscenities  and 
indecent  language  on  the  public 
airwaves.  The  Commission  contends 
it  is  authorized  by  Congress  to 
prohibit  the  broadcast  of  obscene, 
indecent,  or  profane  language. 

This  authorization  was  originally 
contained  in  the  Communications 
Act  of  1934,  the  bill  that  created 
the  FCC.  Later  the  authorization 
was  moved  into  the  Federal 
Criminal  Code  (Section  1 464).  The 
power  is  an  exception  to  other 
language  in  the  Communications 
Act  that  prohibits  the  Commission 
from  engaging  in  censorship  or 
interfering  "with  the  right  of  free 
speech  by  means  of  radio 
communications." 

Congress  has  empowered  the 
FCC  to  (1)  revoke  a  station's 
license;  (2)  issue  a  cease  and  desist 
order;  or  (3)  impose  a  monetary 
forfeiture  for  a  violation  of  Section 
1464. 

All  of  this  apparently  flies  in  the 
face  of  the  First  Amendment, 
which  says  that  Congress  shall  make 
no  law  abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech  (among  other  freedoms). 
Well,  the  FCC  is  ready  for  that  one. 
They  say  the  broadcast  medium  has 
"special  qualities"  which 
distinguish  it  from  other  modes  of 
communication  and  expression. 

In  its  case  against  WUHY-FM  in 
1970,  the  Commission  said,  "by  its 
very  nature,  thousands  .  .  .  not 
within  the  intended  audience  may 
also  see  or  hear  portions  of  the 
broadcast.  Further,  in  that  audience 
are  very  large  numbers  of  children." 
Last  November  the  Courxs 
upheld  the  FCC's  conclusion  that 
the  probable  presence  of  children  in 
the  radio  audience  is  relevant  to  a 
determination  of  obscenity.  In 
1952   the  Supreme  Court  upheld 


the  FCC's  right  to  restrict  freedom 
of  speech  in  broadcasts  because 
"each  method  [of  expression] 
tends  to  present  its  own  peculiar 
problems."  And  "the  mode  of 
dissemination"  can  be  a  relevant 
consideration,  particularly  when 
there  is  "a  significant  danger  of 
offending  the  sensibilities  of 
unwilling  recipients  or  of  exposure 
to  juveniles." 

With  its  legal  precedents  in  hand, 
the  FCC  decided  to  make  new 
policies  to  keep  children  from  being 
exposed  to  "indecent"  language.  To 
get  away  from  the  furor  over  what 
"obscenity"  is,  the  Commission 
decided  to  talk  instead  about 
"indecency."  Their  concept  of 
indecency  "is  intimately  connected 
with  the  exposure  of  children  to 

What  this  all  means  is  that,  for 
example,  the  FCC  memorandum 
could   not   be  read  in  its  entirety 


over  the  public  airwaves  while 
children  are  in  the  audience, 
because  words  like  "shit"  and 
"fuck"  are  specifically  listed  in  its 
text  as  indecent,  and  thus 
unairable. 

language  that  describes,  in  terms  of 
patent  offense  as  measured  by 
contemporary  community 
standards  for  the  broadcast 
medium,  sexual  or  excretory 
activities  and  organs,  at  times  of  the 
day  when  there  is  a  reasonable  risk 
that  children  may  be  in  the 
audience." 

They  continue:  "Obnoxious, 
gutter  language  describing  these 
matters  has  the  effect  of  debasing 
and  brutalizing  human  beings  by 
reducing  them  to  their  mere  bodily 
functions,  and  we  believe  that  such 
words  are  indecent  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute  and  have  no 
place  on  the  radio  when  children 
are  in  the  audience.  In  our  view, 
indecent  language  is  distinguished 
from  obscene  language  in  that,  (1) 
it  lacks  the^e^wit  of  appeal  to  the 
prurient  interest  .  .  .  and  that  (2)  it 


cannot  be  redeemed  by  a  claim  that 
it  has  literary,  artistic,  political  or 
scientific  value." 

Marty  Manning,  Manager  of 
Houston's  Pacifica  station  KPFT, 
outlined  Pacifica's  official  reaction 
to  the  ruling  in  a  two  page 
document  appropriately  entitled 
"shit  sheet."  Pacifica  plans  to 
appeal  the  ruling  in  the  courts  on 
two  points:  (1)  it  is 
unconstitutional  in  that  it  abridges 
the  First  Amendment  rights  and  (2) 
the  ruling  is  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  FCC.  The  Pacifica 
Foundation  plans  to  file  for  a  stay 
of  the  ruling  pending  the  outcome 
of  the  court  case.  Until  the  stay  is 
granted,  all  stations  must  live  with 
the  Commission's  ruling,  station 
managers  must  act  as  censors  and, 
Manning  says  regrettably,  any 
person  who  does  not  clear 
exceptions  with  the  manager  faces 
possible  suspension  or  termination.
